purpose is not the protection of the alien, who 
already has all the protection and powers oi 
redress that the American citizen possesses. 


On the contrary, the circumstances under 


which it is being urged show clearly that its 
real object is to put the Federal government 
into the business of strike-breaking on a na- 
tional scale on the special pretext that the 
rights of an alien somewhere may be injured 
or threatened. 


This becomes clearer -when we examine the 


detailed provisions of the present bill, which 
has been permitted to lie dormant for more 
than; a year without hearings and -without any 
apparent concern on the part of the Senator 
who introduced it. 


Government By Injunction 


S 


ECTION 1 of the bill provides that the At- 
torney General may, upon direction of the 


President, file a bill in equity, which in ordi- 
nary language means "seek an injunction," in 
the proper district court against cny person 
or persons "threatening to violate" the treaty 
rights of any alien. 


Under this provision the executive branch of 


the government upon its own volition and upon 
the mere showing that some persons -were 
threatening or were about to 'threaten the 
treaty rights of some alien, which as vvc have 
shown means any personal or property right, 
could proceed to secure the issuance of whole- 
sale injunctions. It would not be necessary to 
show that any damage had been done or that 
there was anything more than a threat or pos- 
sibility, however indirect and remote. 


This would virtually annul the most impor- 


tant sections of the Clayton Act, which pro- 
hibit tho issuance of injunctions under such 
circumstances. 


The last clause of this auction invades and 


destroys the constitutional rights of the stater, 
more drastically than any legislation ever pro- 
posed. Under it the states on the 
Pacific 


Coast could be enjoined from the enforcement 
of legislation enacted with reference to tha 
Japanese and Chinese. 


So likewise could the states be enjoined from 


enforcing their election laws if the President 
and Attorney General should hold that they 
violated the treaty rights of aliens. 


Section 2 provides for the removal to tho 


Federal courts of any state action which is 
deemed by the President to violate the treaty 
rights of'any alien. This gives the President 
an arbitrary power over the state courts which 
is not only destructive of the fundamental dis- 
tinctions between the state, and Federal courts 
as established by the Constitution, but also ex- 
alts the executive over the judiciary to an ex- 
tent which is violative of every principle upon 
which the American government was estab- 
lished. 


Section 3 provides substantially for the in- 


corporation into the Federal statutes of the 
whole body of criminal statutes of the forty- 
eight states, and makes the Federal govern- 
ment at will the administrative body for their 
enforcement. It is true that this is limited to 
acts which constitute crimes violative o£ the 
treaty rights of aliens. But, as has been shown 
above, the treaty rights of aliens extend to all 
acts against their person or property and thus 
cover the whole range of "criminal statutes. 
Furthermore, inasmuch as there is hardly -a 
case of any magnitude in which an alien ia not 
involved either as worker, proprietor or stock- 
holder, virtually any case can, with little in- 
genuity, be brought under the blanket pro- 
visions of this section. Assaults, robberies and 
other crimes against an alien or the property 
of an alien of however insignificant character 
all can be brought into the Federal courts.

Glider to Climb 


20,000 Feet 


A motorless airplane, capable of climbing to 


an altitude of 20,000 feet, is forecast by Dr. 
George H- Madelung, designer of the successful 
Hanover glider, which, in a'recent glider com- 
petition in the Rhone valley, broke all records 
by staying in the air for more than three 
hours. 


Dr. Madelung now is a member of the design- 


ing staff of a Cleveland airplane company. 
Describing the phenomenal development of tha 
machine, in Germany, he explained its oper- 
ation. 


The machine has a gliding angle of sixteen 


to one, that is, in still air it glides sixteen feet 
to every foot it descends. It has a still air 
speed of twenty miles an hour. If the wind is 
twenty miles an hour, the glider remains sta- 
tionary, and if more than-that, it goes bacK- 
wards, but if the air current is upward, the 
glider ascends. It is upon upward currents of 
u'r that the glider places main dependence for 
keeping aloft for more than brief periods. 


Ir, sailing for a considerable distance the 


glider pilot must know approximately where he 
will encounter upward currents. 
Plowed lields 


and other open spaces where the heat of the 
sun creates a. considerable up current, are fav- 
orable places. It is for this reason that tho 
charting of the air currents has become neces- 
sary for the commercial development of the 
glider. 


When the places along a certain route whera 


aii- currents may be encountered become known, 
flights of hundreds of miles and ascents of 
more than four miles may be accomplished, Dr. 
Madelung said. 


He pointed to the hawk and other soaring 


birds as an illustration. The hawk will sail 
down to a field, whence it will cycle in ascent, 
forced upward by the rising air caused by the 
reflected heat of the field. When it has reached 
p, sufficient altitude it soars i.way, to repeat the 
process miles away. 


In this connection, Dr. Madelung commented, 


that the hawks and other soaring birds do not 
fly at night, stating that the reason is because 
all air currents arc downward, at night. Night 
flying is impossible with gilders for the same 
reason, Dr. Madelung said. 


With the application of the principles dis- 


overed in gliding a new type of airplane, far 
•nore efficient and safe than the present types, 
will result, Dr. Madelung believes. Dr. Made- 
ung's designs are being used extensively.in the 
construction here, of a new type of seaplane, 
t will have, a wing design similar to that of 
,he Hanover glider to be used by the United 
State Navy.
